In a letter addressed to former Gov. Lon 
V. Stephens, Col. William J. Bryan states 
unequivocaliy that he re used to deliver 4 
lecture at the Methodist hurch in Jeffer- 
son City because Mr. Stephens had in- 
dorsed D. R. Francis as available for the 

esidential candidacy. 

ol. Bryan charges that talk of Ex-Pres- 
ident Cleveland as a suitable candidate is 
merely a cloak to hide the Francis boom. 

Gov. Stephens has replied to Col. Bryan, 
and scoring the latter's attitude on the po- 
litical situation, writes: 

“As between anarchy and plutocracy, you 
would call me a plutocrat. I shall never 
again write or say anything that will give 
further encouragement to the anarchist 
sentiment now prevailing in the ranks of 
our party.” 

Gov. Stephens has always been consid- 
ered one of Missouri's original Bryan fup- 
porters, It was largely through his efforts 
that the Pertle Springs convention, which 
declared for the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1 and blazed the way for 
similar action by other states, was called, 

That famous convention “‘reaé out’ of the 
Pemocratic ranks such men as the late 
Charlies Maffitt, D. R. Francis, Rolla Wells, 
now mayor of St. Louls, and others who 
had invariably contributed liberally to the 
party's campaign funds.

30,000 Jews Have 

Fled From Kishineff. 

Thirty thousand Jews have from 
Kishineff in terror and more will follow. 
Every Jew with whom the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent has spoken here, is intend- 
ing to emigrate to the United States or 
South America. 

At a low computation the material dam- 
age wipage* to Jewish property is upward 
of $3,000,000. 


None of the sufferers has the slightest 
chance of obtaining compensation either 
from the local or the imperial authorities. 

Four distinguished lawyers, two Jews and 
two Christians, arrived yesterday to con- 
test this question with the local authorities. 

Their services have been retained by: a 
benevolent eznciante of wealthy Jews in 
Odessa and Warsaw. 

One of these lawyers frankly confessed 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondemt today 
that he has been retained in an absolutely 
hopeless cause. 

he strategy shown by the ringleadérs of 
the mobs in the attacks on Jews is worthy 
of note, although it does not excuse the in- 
action of the governor with 12,000 troops at 
his command. 

The leaders who planned the outbreak 
fixed a rendezvous in one of the most 
densely populated of the Jewish quarters. 
This rendezvous was kept with remarkable 
unctuality, the men arriving singly, by 
wos and threes, in order not to attract the 
attention of the police. 

Suddenly the rfoters converged from al) 
quarters upon an appointed spot at a sig- 
nal and in an instant, the massacre be- 


gan. 

Upon this first center of disturbance there 

followed an immediate concentration of all 
the available police, but in rapid succession 
there were a score of other gatherings in 
as many different quarters, until the tu- 
mult became general. 
The various bodies of riotous forces Frad- 
ually combined their murderous and de- 
structive attacks and the police were over- 
whelmed. 


450 Rioters a 

Still in Prison. 

About cne hundred and fifty persons ar- 
rested during the disturbance were re- 
leased. 

There remain in prison about four hun- 
dred rioters. 

So far. no capital indictment has been 
entered against any of the accused, while 
the guiltiest miscreants will escape with 
short terms of imprisonment. The trials 
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will probably not take place until next 
spring. 

‘Several policemen have been found in 
possession of quantities of valuable looted 
jewelry.

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

The Jews were admitted in Russia by 
Peter the Great two centuries ago. Fl!za- 
bett: expelled them in 1748, but Catbarine 
II readmitted them, and Alexander I gave 
them full ifverty in trade and industry. 
These later privileges were withdrawn by 
Nicholas I, who excluded them from the 
greater part of the empire and crowdel 
them thto a few provinces. Ih annexing 
Telami Russia acquired a large Jewish 
population, multitudes of Jews baving ‘2 
the fourteenth century flocked into Poland 
to fil asylum from Gertaan pcrsecution; 
ond many more were antexed to Bersa- 
rable. Ruesia has a larger Jewish popula- 
tion than any ofher country in the world. 

The ‘pale’ within which Jews are pert- 
mitted to live comprises Poland, West 
Rusela, South Russia, a part of litti> Rus- 
@ia and the one.Baltic province of Cour- 
lazd. From all the rest of the empire 
they are exciuded by law, save that a few 
wealthy and inQuential Jews are tolerated 
there contrary to the lew and that under 
a Gecree of Alexander II three Jews are 
pecmmitted to live in each town where there 
is a rallway station. In the provinces of 
West, South end Little Russia Jews are 
compelied to live within the towns and 
are strictly forbidden to purchase, rent or

New Device of Surgery, Used 
in St. Louis, Remodels 
Olfactory Organs, 


St. ‘Louis physicians who make a special- 
ty of nasal surgery are now able, not only 
to reduce a too prominent nose, but, 
through a recent discovery, are daily build- 
ing up noses which are lacking in size or 
shape. 

This is made possible through the use of 
paraffine injected beneath the skin, now a 
recognized method of filling up tavities left 
in the body by nature or disease. 

There is a story that Cleopatra once 
changed the shape of the nose of a rival 
beauty who committed suicide when she 
recovered from the operation and saw her 
face in the mirror. This revenge would be 
unprofitable in the present era of surgical 
wonders. 

Among the most common defects in the 
shape of the nose is that where the bones 
which form the bridge have given away 
and allowed the arch to flatten out till 
only the tip of the feature projects beyond 
the level of the cheek bones. This fs called 
“saddle nose" by physicians, gnd gives lit- 
tle trouble to the skilled surgeon. Another 
and usually a congenital defect is that 
where the nose is extremely wide at the 
base and, in some cases, showed a more or 
less pronounced ‘cleft from bridge to tip. 
This is called “dog nose,”” and is more 
difficult to change to one of the approved 
forms, yet it, too, may be filled out with 
paraffine so as to change the entire appear- 
ance of,the face. 


matter of shape. and although every ef- 
fort is made to fit each face with the style 
of nose that becomes it most, some are not 
satisfied. Others would not look half as 
beautiful with the nose they want as with 
the one which we select. These are the only 
unsuccessful operations, as the injection of 
the paraffine has had no bad after effect. 

“There is no shock such as often attends 
an operation where a part is cut ome 
and the main object of this new surgery Is 
the filling up of spaces that are naturally 
filled and are abnormal when they are de- 
pressed or vacant. A slight redness of the 
nose, which lasts from seven to 10 ys, 
is the only sign that the operation has been 
performed. as the cut made for the Iinser- 
tion of the syringe is a trifling scratch, 
leaving almost no mark. 

“Paraffine is not absorbed by the tissues 
of the bodv. which was the areat objec- 
tion to vaseline. but {mmediately after the 
injection into the cavity a fibrous sac com- 
mences to form. Soon the mass of wax is 
ent'!rely surrounded by a coating of tissue 
which prevents any absorption into the 
adjacent parts. In no cage that has been 
under observation has gangrene appeared 
nor has there been any sloughing away. 


No Danger of 
an Overdose. 

“Nor its there danger of an overdose, 
which might result in a saddle nose being 
made over into a hook, which latter case 
would be worse than the first unless the 
features of the patient were such that an 
eagle beak type was in harmony with the 
rest 6f the face. In case too much paraf- 
fine were accidentally injected, a small 
amount could be easily removed before the 
wax had time to set, through the aperture 


left by the syringe. Some persons have 
been operated on who desired a crooked 
nose and others who wished one with a 
slight bump. All these styles are within 
the skill of the operator, and depend large- 
ly upon his dexterity in shaping the wax 
as it is setting.
